An Bueouragemert To Progress 


The subject of immigration has for many years been a live topic in 
Canada, and never more so than during the past year or two. There is, 
however, this difference, that whereas for many decades the discussion of 
the subject was largely as to ways and means whereby a large volume of 
immigration could be secured, in more recent years the thought of our 
people has rather been directed towards the successful colonization of the 
new comers. 

That is to say, where at one time the main objective was to get immi- 
grants in large numbers to settle upon our vacant lands, the main objective 
now is to see that those who do come make a real success of their venture, 
adapt themselves to the new environment in which they find themselves, 
and, by associating themselves with the life and activities of the commun- 
ities in which they locate, identify themselves with Canada and become 
Canadian citizens in thought and aspiration as well as in name. 

To a greater extent than ever before native-born Canadians, and those 
of our citizenship who call the British Isles “home,"’ have come to realize 
and appreciate the fact that immigrants coming to Canada from lands other 
than those under the British flag or speaking the English language, are 
really, even keenly, anxious to become Canadians in the full meaning of 
the term. Appreciation of this fact is helping to break down old barriers of 
prejudice, and the English-speaking Canadian ts becoming more and more 
anxious to co-operate with and assist his fellow-Canadian or foreign extrac- 
tion. 

In a recent issue of this paper there appeared an article in the news 
columns outlining a plan originated by the Canadian National Railways, 
under the direction of Dr. W. J. Black, the directing head of the depart- 
ments of Agriculture and Colonization of that system, having as its object 
the encouragement of community progress and development, and the at- 
tainment of the fullest possible measure of Canadian citizenship by those 
rural communities of the three prairie provinces which are of European 
origin, 

The plan is simple, but far-reaching and of tremendous importance. 
It involves the carrying out of a series of competitions among such com- 
munities, to be held annually for a period of five years, with three substan- 
tial prizes, of $1,000, $500, and $250 respectively, to be awarded each year 
in each of the Provinces of Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta on the 
understanding that the money be utilized in community work of some 
progressive nature. 

In other words, such of these rural municipalities or groups of school 
districts within municipalities in which the population is made up of people 
of continental European origin of the first or second generation, which dis- 
play the greatest interest in co-operation among fhemselves to promote 
education, public health, and a better class of agrciulture, and show the 
best results, will be awarded these prizes, which, in turn, are to be used 
in still further promoting progressive community betterment. 

The community which through the co-operative action of its people 
shows the best schools, the most regular attendance of pupils, the largest 
percentage of children going on for secondary or university training,, which 
takes the keenest interest in matters of public health, social welfare, music, 
arts and handicrafts, which enthusiastically supports community organiz- 
ations such as agricultural societies, co-operative marketing pools, women’s 
institutes and home maker's clubs, libraries, etc., or which evince the 
greatest interest and reveal the greatest progress in the improvement of 
agricultural methods, will be the winners of these substantial prizes. 

But the greatest gain to such communities will not be the winning of the 
prizes, but in the direct and indirect benefits which will accrue to each 
individual and the community as a whole from the practice of these worth- 
while things. The prizes are, after all, but an additional incentive to work 
for the welfare and advancement of the community which the people therein 
call “home.” The prizes are but a tangible encouragement to excel all 
other communities in real constructive Canadian citizenship, to demonstrate 
through a determination to make use of and emphasize the best Canada has 
to offer in the development of their particular section of the Dominion.

Sys- | 
tematic inspection shows that infrac- | 
tions of the regulations are infre- 
quent, and also ensures that quality 
in the product which gives confidence 
to the farmer using it.

In Ontario, where the commercial 
production of all descriptions of fruit 
capable of cultivation in Canada has 
reached its highest development, 
apples have been grown from the 
middle of the eighteenth century; but 
commercial orcharding has developed 
only within the past 50 or 60 years, 
and was only made possible when the 
building of the railways permitted 
trees and fruit to be transported 
rapidly. The great winter apple dis- 
tricts include the border of lake 
Ontario extending back 30 miles and 
more from the lake, the shores of 
lake Huron and Georgian bay, several 
miles in depth, and the southwestern 
part of the province.

Manitoba’s Diamond Jubilee 


July Fifteenth, Province Will 

Celebrate Sixty Years Of | 
Growth and Progress 

The following speech by Premier 

|John Bracken, President of the 

| Provincial Committee, was broadcast | 

on May Thirtieth: 

I have been asked by the Diamond 
| Jubilee Committee to make a state- / 
ment concerning the celebration this 
year of Manitoba's Diamond Jubilee. 

In the 820 years since the first 
white man set eyes upon the northern | 
part of what is now Manitoba, many | 
milestones have marked the progress | 
of the people of all that part of, 
Canada lying west of Manitoba's | 
eastern boundary line. 


For my purpose tonight, let me/| 
direct your attention to four mile- | 
stones that history, still unwritten, | 
| will credit to the year 1980. First, | 
tHe Sixtieth Anniversary of the birth | 
of the Province on July 15th next; | 
second, the transfer of Manitoba's | 
Natural Resources, on July 15th, 
from Federal to Provincial control, 
after a controversy extending over 40 
|years; third, the recognition ot | 
Manitoba as a Maritime Province, as | 
a result of the completion of the | 
| Hudson Bay Railway line and plans | 
for the construction of a harbor at | 
Port Churchill; and fourth, the open- 
ing up on a commercial scale of the | 
rich mining territory in the north, | 
following the completion of railway 
lines into Flin Flon and Sherridon. 

On July 15th, of this year, sixty 
years will have come and gone since 
the mile post of 1870. It has been a/ 
wonderful sixty years from whatever 
angle it is viewed—sixty years of | 
growth and progress in agriculture, 
in education, in colonization, in| 
industry and in transportation, in 
fact, in all activities. 

The transfer of the Natural 
Resources places the Province in a; 
position of equal status with the 
other Provinces of Confederation. On 
July 15th, we shall have reached full 
stature as a province in one of the} 
units of the Empire. It is fitting, |

should be officially recognized with 
appropriate ceremony. 

The completion of the railway line 
to Manitoba’s inland sea, this year, 
is also significant. It was through 
the Hudson Strait, the Hudson Bay | 
and up the fast flowing waters of the H 
Nelson and the Hayes River, that the 
first white people journeyed into this 
land of promise, over a hundred years , 
ago. For many years the main artery 
of trade lay between the Hudson Bay | 
and the Red River. With the opening | 
up of transportation by rail to Fort 
Churchill, there will be established an 
artery of trade replacing that early 
|one which was so vital to the very 
existence of the people of the great 
|north west. 

The opening up of the vast mineral 
wealth in the Pre-Cambrian geologic 
zone of the north need only be 
referred to here. Within the last 
few years the faith and hope of the 
|early prospectors and explorers has 
been realized, and this year will see 
for the first time in the oldest of the 
| prairie provinces, two large mining 
plants turning out thousands of 
| dollars in value per day, of copper, 
zinc, gold and silver. 

It is in view of all these circum- 
stances that it was decided that this 
historic year should not be let pass 
without due recognition of 
| significance, 

‘Accordingly plans have been made 
|for fitting thanksgiving services and | 
| jubilee ceremonies and exercises 
throughout the length and breadth of 
Manitoba. We have arranged to 
proclaim July 15th, a public holiday, 
\and we trust, it be suitably observed 
by every community and every citizen 
regardless of race’or creed through- 

Among other suggestions in the 
Organization Bulletin, are two to, 
which attention might well be drawn. 

1. That pioneers will be given due 
| recognition in this celebration. 

2. That the occasion he utilized to | 
bring together the early history of | 
local communities and of all different 
peoples throughout the Province. 

It is to be desired that we should 
| recognize in our local celebrations the 
|services of those who left far off 
\homes, had courage to meet the 
adversities of early frontier condi- 
tions, and were inspired by their 
faith in the great open spaces of our 
liand to persist in the building of 
homes, schools, churches, transporta- 
tion routes and industries such as 
we see about us today, I might men- 
tion in passing that the government 
will welcome the placing of suitable 
bronze tablets of these pioneers, of 
whatever race or creed, in the halls 
of the Parliament Buildings. And it 
is hoped that the Selkirk Association 
or the Old Timers Association will 
be the first to honour those who prior 
to 1830, paved the way for those who 
came later.

Much history has been written 
since the time when 116,000 square 
miles of land were sold for 16| 
shillings, one and a quarter centuries 
ago; and the surrender of the Hudson 
Bay land for $1,500,000 sixty years 
ago, and much has been accomplished 
since the first export of 857 bushels 
of wheat; yet that was only 54 years 
ago. 

It has been a long and tedious con- 
troversy in our political administra- 
tion, from the birth as a Province 
without lands or subsidy, to today, 60 
years later, when the unalienated re- 
sources are coming into our posses- 
sion together with an annual subsidy 
for all time that will soon amount to 
over a million dollars per year, and 
@ cash adjustment, for inequitable 
treatment in the past, of four and a 
half million dollars. 

The development of transportation 
here reads like a fairy tale. Three 
hundred and twenty years ago Henry 
Hudson came with a sailing ship via 
Hudson Bay; 192 years ago La 
Verandrye came by canoe over the 
water route from Montreal; 130 years 
ago Red River carts came into 
prominence as a means of transpor- 
tation; 70 years ago stern wheeler 
steam boats were a modern means 
of conveyance; 52 years ago railways 
first made their appearance, while 
within the memory of the last gener- 
ation the automobile has come, and 
now aerial transportation quickly 


| places within our reach even the most 


remote districts of the province. 

And who will say that the 
history of the next 60 years will 
not record even greater progress 
than the last 60 years? Will 
it not be an interesting fact of 
economic history that, during the 


| last 5 years we have practically re-

Wool Market Wanted 
Canadian Producers Would Like To 
Sell At Home 

Canadian wool growers, who pro- 
duce slightly over 21,000,000 pounds 
of wool annually, are not as well 
situated as to markets as are the 
growers of other live stock products. 
In spite of the fact that Canadian 
wool is the equal of that grown any- 
where, much of our product must 
find a market in other countries, 
while goods containing virgin wool 
and goods into which has been woven 
@ large percentage of shoddy are pur- 
chased and used freely by Canadian 
people. 

It is estimated that 70,000,000 
pounds of wool are required annually 
to meet the needs of Canadian peo- 
ple. However, we are forced to seek 
a market in United States and Great 
Britain for our raw wool, while we 
freely admit wool and yarns from 
other countries. 

There has grown up the custom 
in this land of favoring the import- 
ed product, believing that it has 
some virtue not possessed by Cana- 
dian-made goods. This custom is 
costing not only wool growers and 


| fabric makers, but many other manu- 


facturers a great deal of money. 

No duty has been collected on wool 
coming into Canada for many years, 
and now weaving yarns are admitted 


| free. As n result of this many mills 


have ceased to spin and that means 
that even when fabrics are wov- 
en in Canada, much of the wool used 
has been grown on the backs of sheep 
in countries other than Canada. 
This is a problem that requires the 
earnest attention of sheep raisers and 
farmers generally, for the sheep in- 
dustry renders a service to agricul- 
ture over and above that represented 
by 21,000,000 pounds of wool at 10 
cents per pound.—Farmer's Advocate. 


Advice For Livestock Producers 


Should Exercise Caution With Re- 
spect To Movement To Slaughter 
The Dominion Live Stock Branch 

continues its advice to the producer 

to exercise the greatest caution with 
respect to the movement of livestock 
to slaughter. The reasons for this 
are: Consumer purchasing power 
shows a decline, the expert market 
is comparatively narrow, demand for 
beef is now on a_hand-to-mouth 
basis, and cold storage supplies are 
particularly heavy.

A by-law of the Town of Gleichen 
for the purpose of creating and pro- 
claiming a Weekly civic halt doliday

‘Ine municipal Council of the Town 
of Gleichen duly assembled enacts 
us follows; 

That By-Law No. 
repealed, 

(a) In this By-Law unless 
context otherwise requires:— 

Shop shall mean:—grocery stores, 
butcher shops, clothing stores, dry 
goods stores, jewellers shops,  tajlor 
shops, hardware stores, harness shops 
lumber yards, 

(b) Kefreshment or  victualling 
house shall mean: any shop or res- 
taurant concerned in the selling of 
meals, drinks, ice cream or tobacco, 

(1) That all shops throughout the 
whole area of the Town of Gleichen, 
in the Province of Alberta, shall be 
closed for th® serving of customers 
and no goods shall be sold therefrom 
except as hereinafter provided at and 
after the hour of one o’clock in the 
afternoon of every Wednesday in 
each and every week between the 15th 
day of May and the 15th day of Aug- 
gust inclusive in each and every year. 

Provided, however, that in the event 
of a legal holiday falling in any week 
within said prescribed time said legal 
holiday shall be construed to be the 
weekly civic half holiday and the 
weekly civic half holiday dispensed 
with for that particular week, 

(2) The provisions of this By-Law 
shall not apply to that part of any 
business carried on, as a refreshment 
house, 

Provided that in the event of any

Old Secret Revealed 
| Cruel Sultan’s Rod Of Power Held 
Concealed Weapon 
The Red Sultan, as Abdul-el- 
| Hamid ITI. was known, brought down 
| into the supposedly civilized times of 
the nineteenth century both the 
| splendor and the wickedness of a 
| darker age. He won his name from 
| the carelessness with which he sent 
| people to a better world, for which 
they may or may not have been 
| grateful. 

One of his peculiarities was that 
he was never seen without a certain 
jeweled sceptre in his hand. During 
| @ friendly audience he would use it as 
|a staff, leaning his head upon the 
| carved jade cross which formed the 
j handle. In the midst of his throne 
room, and at the height of the mas- 
sacres which he ordered in the Near 
East he used it to emphasize the de- 
crees by which thousands of men, 
women and children went to their 
brutal deaths. 

None knew just why this symbol of 
his tyrannic power was always pres- 
ent, but recently, half a century after 
his death, the secret has been reveal- 
ed. 

Abdul-el-Hamid II. left his sceptre 
to his successor—the first time that 


| overtook the dynasty in the form of a 
revolution and, with other royal 
jewels, the rod of power found its 
way into the care of antique dealers. 

Recently a merchant in the Rue la 
Boetie, in Paris, took the sceptre 
from a shelf whéte it had long rested 
| to show it to a customer. As he 
| handled it he touched the jewels, and 

suddenly one of them gave way with 
a little click. He pressed harder, the 
sceptre opened and there was re- 
| vealed a long, thin, cruelly dangerous 
dagger. 

The Red Sultan stands revealed as 
a man who was afraid, who knew 
that in the midst of his authority he 
| was not safe, that visitor or soldier 
alike might attempt his life and- who 
carried ever in his own hand the only 
surety upon which he might depend. 


| A Real War Hero 


Cardinal Lucon, Of Rheims, Served 
| His Country Loyally 

The death of Cardinal Lucon, of 
Rheims, removes one of the most 
{notable ecclesiastical figures of the 
war period. When the German guns 
were trained upon Rheims, when 
the magnificent cathedral was 
trembling with their thunder, and 
part of the sacred edifice was ac- 
tually smashed by German shells, 
|the Archbishop stood faithfully at 
| his post. He would not leave, though 
urged to retire to a place of safety. 
| His place, he declared, was with his 
| flock. He protested against the 
shelling of the edifice, and continued 
to fulfill his duties throughout the 
various bombardments, Later, he 
made his protest more effective, and 
it was his fiery letter to the Pope 
condemning the inhumanities of the 
;German deportation of French folk 
from northern France that drew 
from the Vatican the famous mes- 
sage of ‘rebuke to the German Em- 
peror. 7 

Cardinal Lucon was made of the 
stuff that wins for men in other 
walks of life honors and fame, The 
example of courage he set, his calm- 
ness, his resolute determination and 
his abiding faith, made the Rheims 
Cathedral a beacon towards which 
; Frenchmen turned their eyes in 
| the hours of agony. The cathedral 
still stands, and now its many hal- 
lowed memories are enriched by the 
record of a life devoted to the serv- 
| ice of God and man, and the name 
of Cardinal Lucon is engraved for 
ever upon its scroll of those who 
stood firm in their faith during a 
period when men's faith was sorely 
shaken, He was a war hero just as 
much as were Joffre and Foch, and 
he served his country just as loyal- 
ly,
